Howell, a senior majoring In po- 
litical science, was initiated into 
the society last Monday In a cere- 
mony that took plae in the isolation 
ward of St. Joseph Hospital where 
he is confined in an iron lung. Of- 
ficers of the local chapter said they 
believed this was the first time a 
Phi Beta Kappa key has been pre- 
sented to a polio patient. 

Dr. C. A. Anderson, professor of 
sociology and president of the UK 
chapter, presented Howell with a 
certificate of membership Dr Amry 
Vandenbosch. head of the Political 
Ecience Department, sent Howell a 
letter of congratulations from the 
department. The letter was read by 
Mrs. Howell who was present for the 
ceremony.

Howell, who was stricken with 
polio last October, has a 2.6 stand- 
ing.

arc pay phones. Students desiring to use^ a phone 
at a busy time, such as d night, must wait in line for 
several minutes and then must have nickels for 
the slot. If a boy is trxing to call a girl living in 
one of the women's dormitories, he has to put a 
nickel in the telephone- W get the University opera- 
tor. If his line is busy, is true in most cases, he 
loses his nickel. He h s to get out of line, pet an- 
. other nickel and wait again. Before he finallv gets 
I bis girl, a boy mav luxe to six-nd an hour waiting 
and a quarter for the phone. 

When a bov living in the dorms is called, the call 
comes through a desk ilu» in Bowman Hall. The 
clerk takes down the number and goes chasing all 
jover the dorms to find the student.

But students deeply concen- 
trating on studies are often disturbed by a loud 
blast on the speaker. 

George l.awson. president of SGA. said he doubt- 
ed the University would do anything about the 
phone shortage at the barracks, since the buildings 
are only temporary structures. But since it seems 
the barracks are Ix-ing used more than just tem- 
porarily, additiona I phones should be placed there 
too. 

Dr. Bennett H. Wall, director of the men's dorm, 
pointed out that if non-pay phones are put into 
the dorms, the students' rent will have to be in- 
creased. This would DB unfair to the majority of 
students, he said. liecause only alxnit a third of 
the boys in the dorms receive many phone calls. 
He suggested the hest possihility would be to run 
two or three trunk lines into a switchboard in the 
dorms. Since the buildings are already wired, 
phones can be placed throughout the halls con- 
nected to the switchlxiard. 

This suggestion appears valid to us and may Ive 
workable. Since the buildings are wired for a tele- 
phone system, the costs of insallation should not be 
too expensive and should lie paid by the University. 
After all. the dorms should lx- furnished with com- 
munication facilities. 

The telephone problem will not lx> solved over 
night by SGA or the Administration. But the in- 
vestigation must not lx- stopped until an adecpiate 
solution is found and communications is made pos- 
sible Ix'tween the boys in the dorms and the out-

SGA Lacks Support

ment. 

Although it is admitted that SGA has lx^en un- 
able to accomplish everything desired by the stu- 
dents, this form of student government stands a 
letter chance of succeeding than the class officers 
system. SGA represents the entire student body. 
Class officers would represent only one class. 

Until 1938 each class elected its own officers and 
delegates to a student council, which was the stu- 
dent governing lxxly. This system did not prove 
\ery effective, and the present form of student gov- 
< niment was organized. 

We Ix-lieve the main reason why SGA is not as 
strong as it can lx- is because the majority of stu- 
dents have an acberse opinion towards the organi- 
zation and docs not support it. Each student en- 
rolled at UK automatically liecomes a memlx'r of 
SCA Tlx \ssemblv welcomes students to attend 
its meetings and give- th<ir opinions, but students 
seldom do so. 

Memlx-rs oT SGA would like to make several 
c hanges on the campus just as much as students, 
because they too are students. But they are often 
unable to buck tb Administration and the local 
officials. This is the time that the whole student 
bod> s support is needed. Students should back 
SGA in their undertakings and voice their opinions 
in the Kernel and through SGA. 

If tlx* Universitv has a weak form of student gov- 
ernment, it is entirely not the fault of the Student 
Ciovernment Association it is the students. 



Bupp and his squad have more time to work with 
the intramural teams.

It cannot lx- expected for intramural teams to 
Imp the rigid training schedule required of the 
varsity here or at other sclxxils. So the team with 
the most conditioning is the one which will win 
ball games. 

Intramural basketball is lx>ing emphasized at UK 
this year probably more than at any other major 
college in the nation. Students should attempt to 
take full advantage of the opportunities offered by 
these clinics. If this plan works out this year, it 
should lx' continued in future years, even without 
the full efforts of Bupp and the basketball squad.
